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INTRODUCTION. 


HE ; importance of a liberal education, more eſpe- 
A cially to candidates for the Chriſtian miniſtry, is 
ſo exceedingly obvious, that one might almoſt think it 
impoſſible that any conſiderate intelligent perſon ſhould 
not be convinced of it. Vet there are, it is well known, 
ſome very worthy people, who, from a miſtaken view of 
things, not only call in queſtion the importance of ſuch 
an education, but even ſeem to imagine it is rather 
prejudicial than uſeful. Now, if theſe prejudices are 
well founded, every ſcheme formed for the education of 
pious, youth deſigned for the miniſtry, ought to be dif- 
countenanced. But if, on the other hand, it ſhould ap- 
pear that theſe prejudices are unreaſonable, and that a 
learned education is highly ufeful, then every inſtitution = 
calculated for that purpoſe mult be deſerving of the warm- 
eſt and moſt effectual encouragement,—lt is propoſed 
therefore, as introductory to an account of the Bx1$sTo1 
EDUcATION SOCIETY, to offer a few thoughts on 


the uſefulneſs and importance of learning td a goſpel 
minifler, 


That all the learning in the world is, of itſelf, by no 
means ſufficient to compleat the miniſterial character, is. 
readily" acknowledged; and it is therefore a very great 
abſurdity to think of training up young perſons to the

Chriſtian miniflry, in the ſame ind:ſcriminate manner, as 
to any other profeſſion, If a man be not truly religious, 
3nd furniſhed with talents or ſpiritual gifts adapted to the 
work of the. miniſtry, let him have as much learning as 
he will, he will never be an acceptable and truly ſpiritual, 
Evangelical mimſter. And it 1s much to be apprehended, 
that an abuſe pf learning, in this reſpett, hath contri; 
buted more than any thing to bring it into diſrepute. 
Let it therefore be remembered, that all that is pleaded 
for in this introduction, is the uſefulneſs and importance 
of learning in ſubordination to what is more eſſentially 
requiſite to the miniſterial charafter. Many perſons, 
without any of the advantages of learning, we freely con- 
feſs, have been very able, laborious and ſucceſsful mini{- 
ters of the goſpel. But not a few of theſe miniſters 
themſelves, fo far from decrying learning as uſeleſs, 
have ſenſibly felt their own want of it, and with an 
amiable candor acknowledged the diſadvantages they lay 
under on that account. And indeed it is highly unrea- 
fonable, as well as ungrateful, for thoſe who are deſtli- 
tute of learning to exclaim againſt it, ſince they are not 
to be ſuppoſed very competent judges of the matter, 
and are themſelves under peculiar obligations to the 
works of the learned. The reaſoning of a late emi- 
nent Divine upon this ſubject, one would think could not 
fail to ſilence every gainſay er. | 


46 * Here I cannot but obſerve the amazing iso- 
rance and ſupidity of ſome perſons, who take it into 
their heads 1b decry learning, and learned men. For 
what would they have done for a bible, if it had not 
been for them as inſtruments ? And if they had it, fo 
as to have been capable of reading i it, God muſt have 
wrought a miracle for them, and continued that miracle 
in every nation, in every age, and to every individual z

expected. Bleſs God therefore, and be thankful that 
God has in his providence, raiſed up ſuch men to trand-. 


late che Bible into the mother tongue of every nation, 
and particularly into outs; and that he ſtill continues t 
raiſe up ſuch, who are able to defend the tranſlauon made, 
againſt erroneous perſons, and enemies of the truth; 
and to correct and amend it, in leſſer matters, in which 


it may have failed, and clear aud jlluſtrate it by their 


learned notes upon it.

It has been ſuggeſted, by ſome, that the encouraging 


a learned Miniftty, ſeems as though 1t were deſigned 0 
perfect the work of the Spirit « of God. But this is not 


@ fair repreſentation « of the matter. The' only queſtion 


is, are we to expett miracles, as in the apoſtolic age, to 
qualify us for the work of the miniſtry; or ate we to 
uſe ordinary means? That we are not to expect mi- 
racles all will allow; and if not then Turety we ate to 
uſe ordinary means. And fo far is this from 'interfe- 
ring with the work of the Spirit, that it appears to be che 
only way in which we may reafonably expect his vonti- 
nued influences. For what is it but tempting che Spieß 
of God, to expect that in an et raordinaty, which we 
are authorized to expelt only in an ordinary way ? We 
have already obſerved, that no man can be a truly ſpiri- 
tual miniſter of the goſpel if he be not a converted mah. 
and furniſhed with thoſe miniſterial gifts or talents, which 
God alone can communicate; but then is he not to en- 
deavour, in the uſe of proper means, to improve thele 
talents ? —Suppoſe a man who is not able to read, 
ſhould yet appear to be an eminently good man, and 
ty have ſuch a peculiar readinefs in expreſang his ſen- 
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timents both in prayer and religious conference, as 
ſhould lead a Chriſtian ſociety to judge he might be 
uſeful in che work of the miniiry ; muſt not this man 
be taught to read left it ſhould” be ſuppoſed to interfere 
with the work of the - Spirit of God ?—Or if he is 
taught to read the ſcriptures in the languages in Which 
they were written, that he may be able che better to 
enter into the genuine fpirit and meaning of the ſacred 
writers; and judge for himſelf of the propriety and force 
of any ſcripture criticiſms; if he is taught the rules of 
juſt reaſoning, and how to artange his ideas in the moſt 
clear and orderly manner ; if be” is led into 'the know- 
ledge of ancient cuſtoms, and the hiſtory of paſt ages, 
by which he may be enabled to elucidate many paſſages 
of ſcripture ; if he be made acquainted with the rudi- 
ments of natural philoſophy, by which his ideas of 
the divine perſetti ons, and the works of God may be 
enlarged and elevated; in ſhort, if he be led through 
ſuch a courſe of infiruftion as hath a natural tendency 
with the bleſſing of God, to enable him to excerciſe 
his miniſterial talents with, mare general acceptance 
and uſe ſulneſs ;—what injury is done to him F or what 
refleftion, can. it be pretended, is hereby caſt upon 
the work of the Spirit of God ?P—Is it lawful for a 


perſon who. may be called to the miniſtry, to, learn 


to read, if he was not before capable of it; is it 


lawful for him to avail himſelf of a learned r e 


or commentary; is it lawful for him to premeditate 
what he intends to ſay upon any ſubjeft, and ſeek 
out acceptable words? And is it unlawful then to pro- 
ceed one ſtep further; muſt we flop precifely here ? 
Or may we not learn the languages in which the 
ſcriptures were written, with other t 
nature? The oppoſers of learning, to be conliſtent 
with themſelves, ſhould. neither read noi ftudy at all, 
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e, upon their principles, they are hereby attemp- 

ing to help or mend the work of the Spirit of God. 
Bun why it ſhould be thought to diſparage the work 
of the Spirit of God, for Gol | in his providence to 
make uſe of the learning of men, any more than his 
making uſe of the tongues or bens of men, or any 
other of their natural or acquired talents; or why 2 
man's endeavoring to acquire learning with a view to 
his devoting it to God in the ſervice of the miniſtry, 
ſhould be brad into a reflection upon the office 
of the Spirit of God, any more than his devoting his 
time, his ſubſtance, his influence to God, ſhould be 
ſuppoſed to imply ſuch a Teflethon :—I may venture 
boldly to declare, no one has ever yet been able to 


ſkew, 


nor ever will. 


And whatever prejudices may be form:d in the 
minds of ſome men againſt learning, the truth is, that 
ever ſince the times of the apoſtles, who had thoſe 
miraculous helps which ſuperſeded every kind of learn- 
ing, divine providence hath, in every age, put the 
greateſt honor upon it. Conſult the hiſtory of the 
church, and you will uni formly find through every pe- 
riod of it, with very few exceptions, that thoſe miniſ- 
ters who have been the moſt laborious and ſucceſsful 
in their work, have been as eminent for ſound learu- 
ing, as for ſubſtantial piety, Nor is it to be doubted | 
but that, whenever there 1s a revival of religion a- 
mongſt us, men will be raiſed up, not only eminent 
for ſpiritual giſts, but who will endeavor zealouſly te 
improve thoſe gifts, for the attainment of all that know- 
ledge, which, with the bleſſing of God, may render 
them able miniſters of the new teſtament, For though 
we have no ſort of doubt but that the great Head of 
the church could, if he pleaſed, carry on his work, 


not only without learned miniſters, but without any 
miniſters 


ininiſters at all; yet as he ſees fit, for the mofl part, 
th fulfil his deſigns in the uſe ot means, it is in this 


way we are to expect his preſence and bleſſing. — 


There iz, moreover, this further advantage ariſing from ; 
learning g, that it will enable a miniſter to become an I 
inſlruttor of youth; by which his ſphere of uſefulneſs Y 


may be enlarged, and he may be enabled to procure, 
with reputation, a ſubſiſtence for himſelf and family, 
in many ſituations, where otherwiſe he could not,

17 E principal deſign of this ſociety is to 
ſupply deſtitute congregations, if it pleaſe
